For Beginners Only 
Success in gardening depends greatly on thorough 
preparation of the soil. Select a spot in full sun — 
poor clay soils should receive a liberal application 
of sheep manure. If you are going in for vegetables, 
start with the easiest-to-grow things: Beans, 


Lettuce, Tomatoes, Radishes, Carrots, Beets 
and Onions. 


Damping Off of Seedlings 


Seed planted in boxes and frames are subject to a 
fungus disease known as ‘‘damping off.’ The 
seedlings fall over as though pinched at the base 
of thestem. There is no cure for the plants affected. 


To prevent damping off: 
Avoid sowing seed too thickly. 
Water seed pans from below. 
Never water in late afternoon. 
Give plenty of air and sunshine. 
Use SEMESAWN as directed by the manufacturers.

Insect Pests 


Garden pests generally may be divided into two 
classes, the sucking insects and the chewing insects. 
The chewing insects are the most prevalent in the 


vegetable garden. The beetles, caterpillars, cab- 
bage and tomato worms, snails, and grasshoppers 
belong to the chewing class and are controlled by 
stomach poison and poisoned bait. Arsenate of 
lead is the most used poison. Sucking insects (the 
green aphis is most common) are controlled with 
contact sprays such as Black-Leaf 40 (Nicotine 
Sulphate) Rotenone and Pyrethrum. 


Plant Diseases 


The most common plant diseases are the fungus 
attacks on roses, grapes, delphiniums, lilacs and 
certain annual! flowers. Bordeaux Mixture or dust- 
ing sulfur may be used for the control of powdery 
mildew and black-spot of roses. Grapes and toma- 
toes should be sprayed with Bordeaux as soon as 
the fruits are formed. Either of these suggested 
treatments may be used on phlox, hollyhock and 
zinnias. 


A Complete Spray 


In the preceding paragraphs we have briefly 
shown our chief garden enemies — disease, chewing 
insects and sucking insects. In most cases all three 
may be effectively sprayed by combining Bordeaux, 
Arsenate of Lead, and Black-Leaf 40 (Nicotine 
Sulphate). 
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Lawn Grass Seed 
LOUISVILLE LAWN MIXTURE 


This blend of fine-leaved grasses with White Dutch Clover is recommended for use in 


reseeding established lawns, patching thin spots, and for seeding newly graded yards where 
a permanent stand of Kentucky Blue Grass is desired. Ready for cutting after 30 days 
of good weather. This seed should be broadcast evenly to avoid a patchy appearance. 


For New Lawns. The soil should be well prepared, and Bone Meal or Sheep Manure 
should be well incorporated with the soil. Seed should be sown at the rate of 1 pound 


_for every 300 square feet, selecting a time when there is no wind. After sowing, roll or 
rake lightly. 


For Old Lawns. Bare spots should be vigorously roughed with a steel rake. An 
application of SHEEP MANURE will act as a stimulant to patches lacking plant food. 
Scatter the seed as evenly as possible, then rake or roll lightly. 


Several sowings are better than one. Do not risk all your seed at one time. The 
seed may be washed away by a downpour of rain immediately after planting. A good plan 
is to sow a part of your seed walking East and West — the next time walk North and South, 
in this way assuring an even distribution. Very good success can be had from scattering 
seed on a soft snow. In spring it is well to rake out all dead grass before sowing. 


Use Grass Seed Generously. Where lawns are kept in neat condition, the plants do 
not produce seed as Nature intended. This deficiency must be supplied by an occasional 
seeding.

Care of Roses 


Planting. It should be borne in mind that roses will do 
much better in well-drained clay soil with plenty of sun. The 
plants should be set out as soon as received. The rose beds 
should be so planned that they will be at least three feet wide, 
but never more than six feet in width. Holes to receive plants 
should be dug at least fifteen inches deep and equally as wide, 
so that the roots may be spread easily. Well-seasoned cow 
manure and a little bone meal may be incorporated with the 
soil, Fill in earth and pack firmly so as to leave no air pockets. 
The juncture of the root stock and stems should be just beneath 
the surface. Newly-planted roses should be well watered. 
We recommend placing Hybrid Tea Rose bushes eighteen 
inches apart. A little crowding makes for longer and straight- 
er stems. 

Pruning. For best results the Hybrid Teas should be cut 
back to about six or eight inches, leaving an outside bud at 
the top of the cane. Climbing roses bloom on canes of the 
previous season’s growth, hence the old wood should be cut 
out each year. 

Fertilizing. A handful of bone meal and a four-inch pot 
full of sheep manure should be worked into the surface soil. 
This will insure luxuriant growth, good stems and flowers of 
splendid substance. 

Winter Protection. In late fall or early winter, earth should 
be heaped over the crowns to a depth of at least ten inches. 
If available, cow manure should be placed around the mounds. 
This hilling up process will protect the bushes against the 
drying action of winter winds, frost, and sun. 

About the last week in March the winter covering should be 
removed, fertilizer applied and the bed raked off smooth. 

Summer Care. A top dressing of peat moss not only gives 
the rose bed a neat appearance, but causes better growth by 
conserving moisture and keeping down weeds. Grass clippings 
may be used instead of peat moss. If no mulch is used, keep 
the top soil pulverized with a sharp rake. After every rain, 
the crust should be broken up as soon as the ground is mellow 
enough to work. 

Insects and disease will inevitably do much damage unless 
preventative measures are taken. Dust thoroughly once a 
week with Massey dust or spray with a combination of Bor- 
deaux Mixture and Arsenate of Lead. When plant,lice appear, 
spray thoroughly with Black Leaf 40 or Evergreen.
